THE STATE OF THE APPROPRIATIONS. 

The present condition of the annual appro- 
priation bills is as follows: The pensions, ag- 
gricul ural and military academy bills have 
become laws, and the consular and diplomatic 
bill has been sent to the president for his sig- 
nature; the fortifications and post-office bills 
are in the hands of tne conference committees; 
the army, navy and District of Columbia bills 
bave pussed both branches of congress and

the senate amendments. The four last named 
will ali doubtless be placed in conference by 
Tuesday. The sundry civil bill will be exam- 
ined *by the senate committee on appropria- 
tions and reported back to the senate proba- 
bly before Wednesday.

The withdrawal of Mr. Specr’s nomination 
is not regarded by him as anything more than 
amatterof form. He is cunfident that the 
nomipation will be renewed immediately 
afterwards if the senate is in session. If there 
should be no extra session of the senate, he 
will be app »inted by the president to serve as 
district attorney until next December, when 
his nomination will go to the senate. 


While there has been an United States 
district attorney at Atlanta ever 
since the court was organized, 


he wasthe attorney of both the districts of 
Georgia before the passage of the bill divid- 
ing the state into two districts. Now the 
officer at Atlanta is the district attorney of the 
nortbern district of Georyia, a new oltice cre- 
ated during Mr. Speer’s service as a member 
of congress. The Jaw makes him ineligible 
to the position during his congressional term, 
This dificultywas suggested to several sena- 
tors by Mr. Speer betore his name had been 
sent in, but after he knew it would 
be. They did not think then there was any 
dificulty in the way of his -confirma‘iin. 
Senator Edmunds joined in that cpinion. He 
has changed his mind, however, since, and 
the judiciary committee thought the nomina- 
tion had better be temporarily withdrawn. 
This will not materially affect the case, and 
before the end of March Emorv Speer will be 
installed as district attorney of the northern 
district of Georgva

Wasuincton, February 26.—The secretary 
of state has upon application of the British 
government, issued a waarant for the arrest 
ot P. J. Sheridan, suspected of complicity in 
the Pheenix park murder, and it bas been 
placed in the hands of Mr. West, British min- 
ister. A dispatch from New York says that 
Sheridan was to-day at his desk in the office 
of the Irish World, of waose editorial staff he 
is a member. He at first refused to 
auswer auy of the reporter’s questions, but fi- 
nally said: “lam giad the British govern- 
ment have asked for my extradition,and lam 
anxious to appear in court, as it will give me 
an opportunity toshow the worid how we 
are treated in treland. I have no fear of be- 
ing returned, as I know sufficient grounds for 
it cannot be produced. I think that I will 
defend myself in this matter. I am not in 


the least bit frightened, and  in- 
tend to remain just where 
am, as 1 do not fear’ the result.’ In 


answer to further qaestions Sheridan said 
that he arrived in this country on October 
igth, from Paris’ The previous year he had 
resided in different paris of the continent.

SHE GaG RULE. 


Poi.ts—-Tinoe Democrats Sitting it Ouat—he 
Condition of Pubiie Business—What Wi)! 
Be Done—Other Political Notes. 


Wasnincton, February 26,—The appro 
priations committee reported the de- 
ficiency appropriation bill. Printed and re- 
committed. This is said to be the smallest 
deficiency bill ever reported. The amount 
of deficiency for 1883 is $485,113, and the to- 
tal of the bill is $2,037,989. The principal 
amounts are for old claims audited .by ac- 
counting officers of the treasury and for back 
pay and bounties to soldiers. The committee 
on foreign affairs called up the senate joint 
resolution providing for the termination of 
articles numbered from 18 to 25, and article 
30 of the treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain concluded at Washington 
May 18th, 1871. Passed without debate. 


The tax and tariff bill was re- 
turned to the senate by request 
for correction of a clerical error of 


onjjssion by the committee from one of the 
amendments to the iron schedule, which 
omission had the effect of increasing the du- 
ties on the classes of iron affected instead of 
decreasing them. After correction the bill 
was returned and went tothe speaker's table. 
Notwithstanding this is the last Monday in 
the session there were ninety four measures 
introduced under the call of states and re- 
ferred. Among them the following: By Mr. 
Wheeler, of Alabama, to grant lands to Ala 
bama to aid in the construction of .he Mem- 
phis, Atlanta and Savannah railroad com- 
pany; also to refund cotton tax. By Mr. 
Bisbee, of Florida, to incorporate the Pensa- 
cola and Perdido canal company. 

A ROAR FROM ROBINSON. 

By Mr. Robinson, of New York, a resolution 
calling on the secretary of state for information 
as to whether the officers of the British steam- 
ship Republic, within a few days past held an 
immigrant under arrest‘and till they sent for 
the British consul and held a pretended trial 
before the British consul, within the terri- 
tory of the United States, before allowing ths 
said immigrant to land, also a joint resolu- 
tion for the relief ef England, benefit of Lre- 
land, and glory of the United States. [Laugh- 
ter.] Jt recites at length the present condi- 
tion of Ireland; declares that her people are 
panting fer repwblicanism; asserts that Ire- 
land is more necessary to the United States 
than much of her present territory, and

TICK &ET-OF-LEAVE MEN. 


The Murdereys Arkansas Convicts—Bicodhounds in 
Pursuit. 

Hevexa, Arkansas, February 26.—The 
community isin great excitement over the 
repert that came from the Williamson place, 
twa miles below the city, that the convicts at 
work on the levee had taken a gun from one 
of the guards, killed Mr. James H. Gant, a 
very prominent planter, and escaped. There 
were eighteen white persons and four colored 
working at the place, and suddenly several of 
thei rushed upon Charles Rankin, one of 
the “geards,”’ and wrested his gun from him. 
Ths armed they practiced the same thing 
upon oneof the guards named M. E. Hill. 
Mr. Gant, who wasa short distance from the 
scené, advanced upon the convicts, with a 
view of stopping their movements, when one 
of the leaders cried ou, ‘Shoot the—— —!” 

Z MURDER AND ESCAPE, 

Ai this moment the man who had Rankin’s 
gun levelled it at Mr, Gant and shot him 
through the body. Mr. Gant was upon horse- 
back at the time and rode 200 yards, when he 
felito the ground. In five minutes he was a 
corpse. In the meantime the convicts made 
a rush forthe west and soon had got across 
the fieldsen route to the hills, when men 
were sent tothe city to carry the terrible 
news. Two white men, train robbers, are the 
leaders. One of them, named Sullivan, is he 
who fired the shot which killed Mr. Gant as 
he was pursuing the fleeing party. Not only 
did the convicts relieve Hill and Rankin of 
their guns and ammunition, but invaded the 
house of Randall Jefferson, colored, which 
was on their route, and took all the clothing 
they could lay their hands on. They sep- 
arated into two parties and were last seen 
passing into the canebrake near the Lamb 
plantation. About twenty-five persons have 
gone from Helena to join in the search for 
the convict murderers. Awful as this trage- 
dy-wasit should not be without its lesson. 
Two very inexperienced persons were em- 
ployed to keep eighteen human brutes in 
subjection, for if Hill and Rankin had been 
ever sO watchful and competent they were 
ugable to cope with the force of the convicts. 
lt is the general opinion that if the murder- 
ers are caught they will be handled as they 
deserve and be given no chance to escape. 
Hfovnds have been puton the track of the 
murderersand they are perhaps surrounded 
in the canebrake. They robbed and plun- 
dered as they went. It is thought*that they 
have secured at least half a dozen pistols. 

GULLING THE SENTIMENTAL, 

The two train robbers are described as hor- 
rible wretches and capable of almost any 
crime. They were finder cumulative senten- 
ces which aggregated a great number of years, 
They robbed the 8:. Louis, lron Mountain 
and Southern train near Prescott last year, 
and have played the parts of weak, humble 
Pees venient characters, gulling the Little 

-k papers especially, which published sick-

THE STAUNTON POISONING. 


Instant Death of Five Uatertunate Lunatics from a 
Fatal Drug. 

Staunton, Va., February 26.—The names of 
the patients in the insane asylum who have 
died from the mysterious poisoning are Leon- 
ard ‘T. Welkins, of Northampton county; 
Thomas W. Adams, of Loudon; J. M. Hol- 
man, of Spottsylvania; Jud. W. Hines, of 
Bath; and Isaac Sperry, of Frederick. About 
breakfast time Nelson Andrews, an atttend- 
ant, informed Dr, R. 8. Hamilton. the super- 
intendent, that ‘‘Young Wilkins had 
dropped dead” about half past seven imme 
diately after taking his medicine. Before 
Dr. Harrison left the news reached him that 
four or five more patients had died. It was 
found on inquiry that the morning medicine 
had been mixed as usual, about half-past five 
p. m., and taken to the attendants’ rooms, 
where it was locked up until about half-past 
seven a, m., when it was taken out and ad- 
ministered tothe patients. The medicines 
were prepared, as has always been the custom, 
in the prescription room of the asylum, on 
this occasion by Dr. W. H. Butler, one of the 
assistant physicians 

““BURNING LIKE FIRE,”’ 

‘he poison must have been sprinkled by a 
malicious or insane person indiscriminately 
over the medicine. it was of the most dead- 
ly character, as evidenced by the rapidity of 
its action, and was described by one of the 
patients just before he died as ‘burning like 
fire down his throat and insides.’ ‘he ex- 
citement in this city over the terrible affairis 
intense and the concern and embarrassment of 
the oflicers of the asylum,allof whom are new 
men appointed under the new readjuster ad 
ministration, is beyond expression. Those of 
the patients who have been able to get infur- 
mation of the affair are in a painful state of 
terror, which adds to the distressing charac. 
ter of the surroundings and complicates the 
embarrassments of the inexperienced officers 
and attendants. Professor J. W. Maliet, of 
the university of Virginia, one of the most 
eminent che.nists in the country, has been 
telegraphed for.

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PARNELL’S DAY TO TALK. 


THE ATROCIOUS EBXECUTION OF 
LAW IN IRELAND. 


The People Driven [nto Sullenness and R-«b- ‘lion By 
Britiso Methods—Party Judges and Packed 
Suries to Do th» Behests of the Castie— 
Othsr Affairs and Notes in Ireland. 


Lonpoy, February 26.—In the house of 
commons to-day Mr. Parnell moved his 
amendment to the address in reply to the 
Speech from the throne attacking the execu- 
tive in Jreland for the administration of the 
crimes act. The language of the amendment 
is very violent. It refers to the ‘unjust exe- 
cutions.”” In moving the amendment Mr. 
Parnell said that if there has been any reduc- 
tion in the number of outrages in Irland, it 
isonly because the people are being kept. 
down by the brutal, terrible coercion act, 
administered in a brutal, terrible way. He 
pointed to the faet ihat hardly any persons 
arrested under the Curfew clause had been 
convicted, and proceeded to show 
that the power of arrest had been 
abused. He complained of the conduct of 
the Irish judges who, he said, were mostly 


appointed for political reasons and were, 
therefore, unfit to try political cases When 
the people saw that the juries were packed, 
and that the judges turned crown prosecu- 
tors, all sympathy with law and order was de 
stroyed and the people inevitably became 
abetters of crimes, If the government, after 
the Pheenix park murders were committed, 
had relied upon the sympathy of the people 
instead of upon the tyrannical act, Ireland 
would have been pacified. He protested 
against the proclamation of meetings and the 


prosccution of the press. Freedom of 
speech, he said, id not exist in 
Ireland. In the Hynes and other 


murder cases, the juries were composed almost 
exclusively of protestants, castle tradesmen, 
or acbuaintances of Earl Spencer, the lord 
lieutenant. The administration of law was 
detested by everybody. He defied the gov- 
ernment to continue to govern Lreland with- 
out the sympathy of the people. An amend- 
ment of the land act was urgent, though even 
that would not quench the spirit of Lrish na 
tionality. He believed that Mr. Chamber- 
lain was one of the few English members 
who correctly appreciated the Lrish question. 
This remark was greeted with ironical cheers. 
Mr. Parnell said the government has now 


a great Sas a + to restore prace 
and order in Ireland. He was con- 
fident of victory, having millions 


of Irish in America behind him. Andrew 
Porter. attorney gener4l for Ireland, replied 
condemning the bringing of charges without 
evidence. He appealed to the house whether 
Mr. Parnell’s arguments justified his atiro- 
cious charges against the government. He 
then proceeded to rebut the charge of jury 
packing. He explained there were more 
Protestants than Catholics on the juries be- 
cause the Protestants constituted a majority 
of the whole panel. Earl Spencer, he said, 
would no more think of interfering with 
trials in Ireland than be would those in Eng- 
lish courts, Mr. Parnell’s amendment was 
rejecied by a vote of 133 to 19,

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THE RETIRED PRINCES. 


The Misfortunes of Royalty in France—The Princes 
Removed from the Army. 

Paris, February 26.—The chamber of depu- 
ties on Saturday, aftera prolonged debate, 
adopted the resolution approving the measure 
which the government contemplated against 
the pretenders. The official journal coutains 
the decrees placing the Dake D’ Aumale, the 
Duke DeChartres and the Duke D’ Alencon on 
the retired list. The decreesare preceded by 
a report, signed by General [hebadeau, min- 
ister of war, in justification of the retirement 
ot these officers. The latter says that public 
opinion demands the measure of placing the 
princes on the retired list. The law affects 
neither the Duke de Penthievre, who is al- 
ready exempted from service, nor Prince Ro- 
land Bonaparte, who is not regarded as a pre- 
tender.

AP PORK, 


A Madison County Farmer Who Has Solved the Econ- 
omics of Home Production. 
From the Athens, Ga., Bauner. 

Our office was yesterday invaded by Squire 
Kirk, of Madison county, one of those thrifty, 
solid men tiat are the backbone of the coun- 
try. 

‘“T see that yon newspaper men are now ad- 
vising the farmers to raise theirown meat 
and grain and less eotton,’’ he remarked. 
‘Well, editors are a queer let, anyway. At 
the close of the war the Athens papers, and 
in fact the press allover Georgia, were urging 
} us farmers to raise more cotton and buy our 
supplies, as there was money in it.’’ 

“Why, is that true?’ we asked. 
heard of it-before.”’ 

“Yes, and most of the farmers acted on this 
advice, and where are they now? Well, I 
kept up my old plan of raising my own bread 
and meat. Fora few years these cotton 
farmers had more clear money than I, but 
they soon began 'o go backward and I caught, 
up With them again. I know one old farmer 
who listen‘ d to then» and sold off every hog 
he had. Well, at the end of the year he came 
to me and remarked: 

‘Squire, they say it costs us farmers 25 
cents # pouni to raise bacon at home, and 
maybe it does. But this year [su buying and 
I ain’t gota dollar more in my pocket or an 
ear of corn more in my crib than when I 
raised a half dozen fattening bogs. I want to 
buy a start from you again and | will stick to 
home raised meat hereafter. I ain’t had oa 
backbone, a spererib or a chitterling this win 
ter, and I just feel likeone year of my life 
has been thrown away. I’m going to raise 
bozs bereafier if [ don’t get nothing but the 
chitterlings out of them.” 

“And my old neighbor kept to his word, 
and is to duy a prosperous farmer. I always 
raise enough meat to run my family and wa- 
ges bands, and I don’t miss what the hoys eat 
| have a good range around my place, and 
when the mass ripens my hogs keep in fine 
order on the acorns, Every farmer bas 
enough shatiered and rotten corn to feed his 
hoys between mass time and barvest, which 
would otherwise be wested, I calculate for 
my Wheat and oat pastures to keep my hogs 
for nine weeks, and they will improve every 
day, too. I then take them off and sow some 
of the siubbie fields down in whip 
poorwill peas, In the meantime I get enougn 
slops and vegetabies from my garden to keep 
them going. Yuu know it don’t take a whip- 
porwili pea long to ripen, when I turn the 
hogsinon them They begin to fatten right 
away, and by the time my corn fields are 
ready for them they are in fine order. Here 
they have more peas, and pumpkins and 
nubbins left on the stalk and begin to take 
on bacon.

concerning the country through which the 
road passes, carefully prepared ahd exhaus- 
tive statistics in table torm, an excellent 
map, aud other matters of generai interest to

~ THE RUDD MURDERERS. 


THEY START BACK. TO WALKER 
COUNTY FOR TRIAL. 


How They Left the City and What They Had to Say— 
Barke Chenges Hie Tune end Denies that He 
Was Uontrcted with the Murder—-A 
Guard Aweiting at Rinagoid. 


——— 


William Barks and George Cunningham, the mur- 
derers of old man Rudd in Walker county, were on 
yesterday deliverel to the sherilf of Waiker coun- 
, ty to be carried to Lelayette for trial. There was 
no notice before yesterday that the men would be 
taken from Fulton county jai.:sosvon. Yesterday 
morning Sheriff. Perkerson received a dispatch from 
the sheriff stating that he was on his way here to 
tage charge of the prisoners. When he arrived 
he had an order from Judge Bran- 
ham for the men to be delivered 
and accordingly they were turned over by Sheriff 
Perkerson The tWo men were handcuffed together 
and carried to the State rvao train and at forty 
minutes past two o’cl ck started ov their way to 
Walker county. The sheriff stated that a }josse 
awaited hire at Ringgold to guard the prison¢rs to 
LaFayette from that point. It.is a very hazard- 
ous trip for» the two men as 8 
mob is greatly feared. Since their 
incarceration in the Fulton county jail, both pris- 
oners have been very despondeuat, and yesterday 
when they were informed that they were to Start at 
ounce for LaFayette they were almost vvercome with 
fear The prisoners securely ironed and .arefu ly 
guarded were escorted from the 
Fulton county jail to the union  pas- 
senger depot, where they were put aboard 
the Weseru and AUuantic passenger train wiih 
passage paid to Ringguld. As the brace of murder- 
ers caniinnd from the jail to the depot, they were 
viewed by scores of people. They made the tramp 
in silence and with heads hayvging low, Barks 
manifested some desire to talk, and when he covld 
gain an audience his recital wasa recantation of 
his furmerstory. He now denies all knowl-dge of 
the deed and says trat his confession was forced 
from him Cunningham seems stolid and inudiffer- 
ert, admits that he committed the crime and de- 
clares his willingness and readiness to pay the 


penalty. 
THEIR TRIAL AND THEIR TRIP. 

The sheriff who took the 
prisoners away was rather reticent when approach 
ed upon the subject, but his anxiety for the safe 
delivery of the prisoners was quite apparent, The 
additional guard at Ringgold teils plainly the 
story. ihere is no doubt as tO the feelings of the 
Walker county people, and the precaution against 
@ mob was a wise one. 

The superio: court for Walkercounty is now in 
session, and the two men will be given an imme- 
diate trial. A Walker county officer was busy yes- 
terday in Chattanoo,a summoning witnesses to 
prove the confessions of Cunningham and Barks 
genuine, aud that they were made of their own 
free will Walker county is now’ without 
a court bourse, thet building having been destroyed 
a short while ago by fire, and ‘he trials will take 
place in the Baptist church in LaFayette. Good 
counsel have been secured for the prisoners and 
every chance to. give them liberty will 
be resorted to but these chances seem now to be 
few.
